The amount (if any) which has been temporarily advanced out of the 
Consolidated Fund, and the amount (if any) wdiich has been paid 
out ot the Guarantee Fund to the Land Purchase Account, or to 
the Consolidated Fund ; 

(ii.) The amount which has been applied under this Act towards the cost 
of providing labourers’ Cottages ; 

(iii.) The presentments (if any) -which have been made under this Act ; 

(iv.) The regulations and decisions which have been made by the Lord 
Lieutenant with respect to the share of any county, local authority 
or person, in any fund or sum dealt with under this Act, and with

During the year ended the Slat March, 1896, the following Regulations were made by Hia Excel- 
lency the Lord Lieutenant : — 

(1.) Eegulatiosb dated the 22nd April, 1895, under Sect. 6 (4) and (6) of the Purchase of Land (Ire- 
land) Act, 1891, aa to the apportionment of the Guarantee Fund : — 

Eesuiations under Section 6, Sub-sections 4 and 6, of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 
By the Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland. 

Hooghton. 

We, Robert Baron Houghton, Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, with the 
consent of the Treasury and in exercise of the powers in Sect. 6, Sub-sections 4 and 5 of the Purehase of 
Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, and every other power enabling us, do hereby make the following regu- 
lations, that is to say : — 

1. These regulations may be cited as the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (Guarantee Fund 
Apportionment), Regulations. 

2. In the construction of these regulations, unless there is something in the context repugnant 
thereto, the following words and expressions shall have the meaning hereby assigned to them, that is 
to say : — 

The Act means the Purchase of Land (Ireland) .Act, 1891. 
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The probate duty grant means the Irish probate duty grant under the Probate Duties (Scotland 
and Ireland) Act, 1888. 

The probate duty (Dublin Society) ^anb means blie sum of 5,000/., portion of the probata dutv 
grant payable to the Royal Dublin Society under the last-mentioned Act. 

The probate duty (poor law iinion) grant means the moiety of the balance of the probate duty 
grant distributable anrong the Guardians of the Unions in Ireland under the san\e Act. 

The probate duty (road) grant means the remaining moiety of the balance of the inobate duty 
grant payable to the road authOTitics in Ireland under the saane Act. 

The custom and excise duties gi-anb means the L-ish share of the local taxation (custom and 
excise) duties under the Local Taxation (Customs and Excise) Act, 1890. 

The customs and excise duties (national education) graub means the sum of 78,000/., portion of 
the customs and excise duties grant payable annually to and distributable by the Commis- 
sioners of National Education in Ireland, under the last-mentioned Act. 

The custom and excise duties (intermediate education) grant means the residue of the customs 
and excise duties grant payable annually to and distributable by the Commissioners of Inter- 
mediate Education in Ireland, under the last-mentioned Act. 

The Government rates grant means the grant for rates and contributions in lieu of rates on 
Government property in Ireland. 

The model and national schools grant means the grant for the expenses of the Commissioners 
of National Education in- Ii'eland, under the accounts headed model schools and national 
schools. 

The industoial schools grant means the grant in aid of the maintenance of children in industrial 
schools in Ireland. 

The workhoi^ grant means the grant in aid of the salaries of schoolmasters and school- 
mistresses in workhouses in Ireland, of the salaries of medical officers of workhouses and of disr 
pensaries in Ireland, and of the cost of medicines and medical and surgical appliances in 
Ireland, and of the salaries of officers appointed or constituted undOT the Public Health 
(Ireland) Act, 1878. 

The lunatic asylum ^ant means the grant in aid of the cost of maintenance of pauper lunatics 
in district asylums in Ireland. 

County at large means a county containing a congested districts county. County includes a 
congested districts county, and also the residue of a county at large, after deducting a con- 
gested districts county. 

An. excluded mumdpal borough means any of the boroughs mentioned in the second schedule 
to the Act, that is to say : — 

Dublin, 

Cork, 

Belfast, 

Limerick, 

Ltmdonderry, and 

Waterford, 

So long as the Act does not apply to such borough. 

The expressions “ a model school area,” “ a national school area,” " an industrial school area,” 
means the district benefited by a model, a national, or an industrial school, respectively, and 
the expression “ school area " includes all such ai'eas. 

A local area includes any of the foregoing areas, and also an urban sanitary district, a lunatic 
asylum district, a poor law union, and a barony. 

Intersecting areas means any o-f the foregoing areas which intersect each other. 

New area meaaos ^y local area which may hereafter be created, or declared by the Lord Lieu- 
tenant to be a school area under Clause- 4 of these r^ulatzons. 

Administrative authority ineana (as the case may be)— 

The Treasury; 

The Chirf Secretary for Ireland, hereinafter called the Chief Secretary ; 

The Irish Land Commission, hereinafter called the Land Commission ; 

The Coamnissioners of National Education in Ireland, hereinafter called the Commissioners 
of National Education ; 

The Commissionera of Intermediate Education in Ireland, hereinafter called the Commis- 
sioners of Intermediate Education; 

The Inspector of Industrial Schools in Ireland, hereinafter called the Ins^jector of Indus- 
trial Schools ; 

The Local Government Board for Ireland, hereinafter called the Local Government Board ; 

The Inspectors of Lunatic Asylums in Ireland, hereinafter called the Inspectors of Lunatic 
Asylums; 

The Congested Districts Board for Ireland, hereinafter called the Congested Districts 
Board; or 

The Royal Dublin- Society, hermnafter called the Dublin Society. 

Any -words and expressions in these regulations which are not hereby defined and are defined in 
the Act shall have the same meaning as in the Act, unless there is something in the context of the 
regulations repugnant thereto. 

3. The share of an excluded municipal borough, or of a county, in any constituent part of the sL»vfg or ei- 
Guarantee Fund in which, such excluded municipal borough or county may be entitled to participate, 
shall be aacertainod on the baais of the sums diatributaHe in respect of the complete areas and the r/ud 
porti«i8 of intersecting areas atuate within the limits of such borough or county. Provided that the 
share of an excluded municipal borough, in the Exchequer contribution, shall be aacertained in the 
maimer provided by Sect. 6, Sub-sect. 2 (5) of the Act. 
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4. Tlie Lord Lieutenant may, 'wliensoever he may deem ib expedient for the pm-pose of these regu- 
lations, upon the recomnieudation of the Commissioners of National Education as regards model schools 
and national schools, and of the Inspector of Industrial Schools as regards industrial schools^ declare 
what districts ai'e beuefited hy such schools respectively, and thcreuium such disti'icts respectively shall 
be school ai’eas foi’ the purpose of these rcgulatious. 

5. With resiject to intersecting areas, the following provisions shall, if and wlieu necessary, have 
effect, that is to say ; — 

(i.) (a.) Where a local area is situated in two or more counties, or iu a ca>unty and an excluded 
municipal borough ; aud 

(i.) Where a local area is situate iu two or more larger local areas; and 
(c.) Where a holding is situate in two or more local areas ; 

such holding or local aiea shall for the puipose of these regulations be deemed to be 
partitioned or divided, and each poi-tiO'U thereof shall be considei’ed as part of the 
county, excluded municipal borough, or larger local area (as the case may be) within 
which the same is situate. 

(ii.) All sums payable in respect of an intersecting area or holding shall be apportioned iu 
propoirtion to the rateable value of the sections into which it is deemed to he divided. 

(iii.) No partition shall be made undei’ this regulation which would result in cutting off an 
insignificant section, that is to say. with i-eference to a county, excluded municipal 
borough or local ai'ea a section of a less annual rateable value than lOOf., and with 
reference to a holding a section of less annual rateable value than 20L 

6. The Chief Commissioner of Valuation sliall, on the requisition of the Chief or Under-Secretary, 
or of any administrative authoiity requiring the same for the purposes of these regulations, cause any 
new ai-ea, aud also the several sectious of an intersecting area or holding to be separately valued. 

7. Any apportionment of the Guai'antee Fund, or any portion thereof for the purposes of these 
regulations, shsdl, unless the contrary is specified, be made on the following basis (hereinafter called the 
prescribed basis), that is to say, on the basis of the financial year in which the apportionment is made 
(hereinafter called the financial year of apporbionineut), according bo the best estimate which can. be 
foimod of the amouut of the Fund, and the several constituent parts thereof, to become disteibtttaUo 
during such year. 

Provided always tliat if the proportions in which the Guarantee Fund, or any constituent part 
thereof, is properly distributable cannot be approximately ascertained iu any financial year before the 
1st day of June, it sha,U be presumed to be distributable on the basis of tli© preceding financial year ; or 
when this cannot bs ascertained, on the basis of tlie preceding calendar year ; and in any such case the 
administrative authority, whose duty it is to furnish the estimate hereinafter mentioned, shall maie 
out such estimate on such presumed basis. 

8. The share of a county in the Guai'antee Fund and the several constituent portions thereof for 
any year shall be ascertained in the following manner, hereinafter called the presci-ihed manner, that 
is to say : — 

(i.) All sums paid to the Guarantee Fund iu respect of airears of pui'chasc annuities shall be 
excluded from consideration. 

(ii.) The appropriate administrative authority shall, on or before the 1st day of June in each 
year furnish to the Loi'd Lieutenant an estimate, hereinafter called tho prescribed 
estimate, of the sums disti'ibutable in tlis counties respectively during the current 
financial year, out of the portions of .the Guai’antee Fund with which such authorities 
are respectively couversant. 

(iii.) In the succeeding financial yeaa-, together with the prescribed estimate for that year, the 
administrative authority shall furnish to the Lord Lieutenant an account, hereinafter 
called the pi'escribed account, of such sums as were actually distributable per couuty 
in the preceding financial year; or calendar year, if so taken under Reg. No. 7. 

(iv.) The prescribed estimates shall be tabulated in the Chief Secretary’s OfBcc in the form 
set out in the Schedule hereto, hereinafter called the Provisional Apportionment Table, 
which shell be signed by the Cliief or Under-Secretary, and when so signed ib shall he 
lawful to distribute the Guarantee Fund for the financial year of apportiomnent and 
the several constituent pai’ts thereof amongst the counties in the proportions set op 
posite their names respectively in the Provisional Apportionment Table. Provided 
always that it shall be lawful for the Lord Lieutenant on the recommendation of the 
appro 2 >riato Administrative Authority, or for the said Administrative Authority, as 
the case may he, to make, pending such Provisional Apportionment as aforesaid, in- 
teritn payments of such arooimt as they may deem advisable to oa* in the counties 
respectively on foot of their respective expectant shai'es in such constituent part of 
the Guarantee Fund. 

(v.) When the prescribed accounts have beenreceived, all necessary corrections shall bemade 
in the Provisional Apportionment Table for the preceding year, which, when so cor- 
rected, shall be si^ed by the Chief or under Secretary, a-nd when so signed, the cor- 
rected table, hereinafter called the AlaolutoApportionment Table, shall become abso- 
lute, and the figures appearing therein opposite lie name of each county in the Abso- 
lute Apportionment Table shall he the share of that county in the Guarantee Fund, 
and the respective constituent portions thereof for the year to which the table relates 
(t.c., the then preceding year.) 

9. When it appears from a comparison of the Provisional and Absolute Apportionment Tables for 
any year that a county has been overpaid or underpaid on foot of its share in the Guarantee Fund or 
»y constituent paa-t thereof, the deficiency or excess, as the case may be, may bo added to or deducted 
from the amount payable to that county in respect of the share under the Provisional ApportionmeBt 
Table for the succeeding year-, or any constituent part of such share. 

^ Provided that such deficiency or Kscess shall he primarily charged against or credited to tiie oon- . 
stituent part of the Guarantee Fund in respect of which the error was originally made.

In ^e Probate Duty (Dublin Society) Grant (whereof only a portion is distributed on the 
basis of county allotment), the share of a county shall be calculated on the prescribed 
basis, aud ascertained in the presci-ibed manner, with this modification ; that for the 
purpeses of i^is provision it shall be assumed that the part thereof assigned to the 
counties is distributable amongst them in the like proportions as the part distributed 
by way of county allotments. 

The Dublin Society shall be the Administrative Authority to furnish the prescribed Estimate

1. These relations may be cited as the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 (Guarantee Fund 
Apportionment), Supplemental Regulations. 

2. The fourth sub-sertion of the Twenty-first Regulation of the purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891 
(Guarantee Fund Apjwrtionmeut), Regulations relating to the ascertainmenb of the apportioned parts 
of the congested districts counties i-espectively in the interest on the Church Surplus Grant ia hereby 
annulled, and in lieu thereof the following regiilations shall take effect as if it originally formed part of 
the said Regulation 21 (that is to say) The Congested Districts Board shall ascertain such appor- 
tioned part for the congested districts counties respectively upon the basis of the population of such 
counties respectively at the last census for the time being;' and for this purpose the Registrar-General 
shall, whensoever requested by the Congested Districts Board, furnish them with a return of the popula- 
tion of each congested districts county as ascertained by reference to and on the basis of such cen^ as 
aforesaid.

Auekdkd Regulations, dated the Idiii reliruary, iy03, under Section 6, Sub-seetious 4 and 5, of 
the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891.

■We, William Humble, Earl of Dudley, Lord Lieutenant-General and General Governor of Ireland, 
■with the consent of the Treasury, in exercise of the po'wers in section 6, sub-sections 4 and 5, of the 
Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, and of every other power enabling Us, do hereby make the 
tollo'wing Amended Regulations, that is to say : — 

Whereas by section 1 of the Agricultural aud Technical Instruction (Ireland) No. 2 Act, 1902, it 
was provided tnat the sum of £6,000 payable to the Royal Dublin Society under Sulj-section (1) of 
Section 3, of the Probate Duti^ {Scotland and Ireland) Act, 188.', should be paid annually by the 
Lord Lieutenant to the DepuJtiuent ut Agricukute and Technical Instruction for Ireland, and should 
be expended in such manner as the Department might consider expedient for the improvement of the 
breed of Horses and Cattle. 

And Whereas it is now expedient to amend the Regulations made on the 22nd of April, 1896, 
under section 6, sub-sections 4 and 5, of the Purchase of Land (Ireland) Act, 1891, in the manner 
following, that is to say ; — 

In the construction of said Regulations the Probate Duty (Agricultural and Technical 
Instruction) Grant means the sum ot £5,000, portion of the Probate Duty Grant payable to the 
Department ol Agriculture under section 1 of the Agricultural and Technical luatiuction 
(Ireland; No. 2 Act, 1902, and same shall be substituted lor the Probate Duty Dublin Society 
Grant. 

There shall be substituted for Regulation 12 (t) in the said Regulations the following : — 

In the Probate Duty (Agriculcural and Teebical Instruction) Grant (■whereof only a 
portion is distributed on the basis of county allotment), the share of a county shall be 
calculated on the prescribed basis, and ascertained in the prescribed manner, with this 
modification: That for the purpose of this provision it shall be assumed that the part 
thereof assigned to the counties is distributable amongst them in the like proportions as the 
part distributed by way of county allotments. 

The Depar-tment of Agriculture and Technical Instruction for Ireland shall be the 
Administrative Authority to furnish the prescribed Estimate and prescribed Account with 
reference to this portion of the Grant. 

There shall be substituted for “ Royal Dublin Society ” in column S (parts I. and II.) of the 

Schedule to said Regulations the follo^wing ; — 

“ Department of Agriculture and Technical Instruction.”
